IMAGINATION. 


The Action Of till- .Him! upon I In-

on the Apple Pettier. 
^.Itis-a well-established fact that the 
taind has a dirccf and important action 
upon the body, and to a much greater 
extent than pel-sons in general suppose. 
During the prevalence of. an epidemic, 
for instance, 'such as the cholera, thou- 
sands become afflicted through their 
own fancy, who -would otherwise es- 
cape the fell destroyer. We remember, 
•when this scourge was last upon us, of 
hearing several individuals spoken of as 
likely to perish with the disease, for 
the- simple reason that they were con- 
stantly in, dread and fear of it; and we 
noted the fact that these same persons 
rarely lived out the season; while, on 
the.: other hand, those who seemed to 
care little about it, and in some cases 
scoffed at and defied it, were seldom 
touched by the invisible foe. 


No one can'tell what the mind is, or 


how it acts upon the body; but we have 
constant evidence of its presence and 
power through one of its attributes, the 
will: and we are sometimes astonished 
at its increased force, when stimulated 
by passion or fear. 


In a conversation with a distinguish- 


ed physician of our acquaintance upon 
this subject, he related a case of the 
striking effect of imagination, or miutl, 
upon body, which came under his own 
observation while a student at a hos- 
pital. A lecture by one of the faculty 
touching upon. imagination and its 
strange effects, became a subject of 
discussion in his class; and the ques- 
tion shortly arose, whether it was not 
rather the body that affected the mind 
than the mind the body. 


"I contend," said one, "that the 


body first becomes affected by some 
morbid influence, and the mind of 
course takes its tone therefrom." 
"I maintain," said another, "that 
the mind may be first aft'ected, and so 
impair the body, as in cases of mental 
excitement, such as grief, joy, fear, 
horror, shame, chagrin and disappoint- 
ment." 


_ The students took sides on the ques- 
tion and the matter was ably argued 
pro and con, each party about equally 
maintaining its assumed position. In. 
all questions of a nature pcrmittino- a 
strong argument on either side, i? is 
fair-to presume that both parties have 
fruth lot a foundation, and neither has 
the whole truth; and so it wa= in this 
case—the fact being that the mind does 
affect the body, and the body the mind. 


But something more than argument 


was wanted in this case; medical stu- 
dents like to try experiments, and wit- 
ness practical demonstrations; and it 
was finally agreed that a perfectly 
healthy subject should bo selected and 
put under the effects of imagination. A 
young, robust, rQsy-chceked farmer, 
who occasionally came into the town to 
dispose of his fruit, and who had found 
some of his best customers among the 
students, was finally fixed upon as an 
individual in every way satisfactory for 
the trial. The plan was for some of 
the students, at different times and in 
different places, without any Appear- 
ance of collusion, to be struck with 
his altered looks—to perceive some 
secret malady beginning to affect him 
—and finally to predict his death at a 
given time. With this understanding 
they went deliberately to work the next 
time ho appeared among them. 
Some 


three or four of them sauntered out to 
his cart, from which he was sellino- ap- 
ples; ami each, as he came up, to*ok a 
lono- and unusual stave at him, as if 
suddenly discovering something very 
peculiar; and then all seemed to con- 
sult together in a very serious manner, 
occasionally glancing at him with looks 
of pity verging on alarm.

a grave, quiet tone, with a look of com- 
miseration; while the others crowded 
up, scared hard in his face-, and scorned 
anxious for 1m answer.

Power of the Press. 


The increasing power of the newspa- 


per press all ovor the world has of late 
been very markedly illustrated in Brit- 
ish India, which already possesses an 
ample and ever-lengthening list of na- 
tive journals. In the two northern pres- 
idencies—Calcutta- and Bombay—the 
native press may already be oalled a 
power, while even in Madras it is visi- 
bly gaining strength. In the city of 
Calcutta the Bengalis have a daily pa- 
per in their ownlauguage, sold for one- 
quarter anna (rather less than a cent.) 
The Parsees of. Bombay, too, have a 
comic paper of their "own, modelled 
upon the L,ondoji Punch. A recent re- 
port on the subject-says that " the num- 
ber of native journals of every kind— 
daily, weekly and monthly—is increas- 
ing so fast that were the complete sta- 
tistics of the Hindu press to be published 
to-day they would have to be corrected 
and expanded tOrjnorro\v." 
Many of 


the ablest contributors to these period- 
icals are young Hindus of fortune, who, 
having spent several years in England 
and familiarized themselves with the or- 
ganization of the best London dailies, 
have returned homo to utilize their 
judgment there.

A Chinaman was buried at Philadel- 


phia_iu 1875, -and four times a year his 
surviving countrymen there visit his 
grave to "feed the dead." A recent 
visit of this kind is thus described: The 
first preliminary was the removal of all 
" Melican" clothing-. As they had come 
enwrapped in the "ilowing blue driliino- 
gown and trousers and the eloth-sole3 
shoes worn by all good Chinamen, the 
only article necessary to dispense with 
was the hat. 
They then uncoiled their 


long pig-tails and carried their well- 
iilled provision hamper lo the grave. 
Ceremony number one consisted of a 
sort of invocation, in perfect time and 
drill the mourners lifted their arms 
from their sides to :i horizontal posi- 
tion, then above their heads, wbcm 
they clapped their hands and tittered a 
high-keyed, grunt. This was done sev- 
eral times. 
The chief priest then pro- 


duced a package of sheets of tissue pa- 
per, about three inches square, each of 
which bore inscriptions in Chinese char- 
aclers. 
These were supposed to repre- 


sent each a siu committed against one 
of the many deities of the" Buddhist 
faith. 
They were burned, one bv one, 


each of the celebrants takino- -turn in 
lighlingthom. When thelast had been 
burned another inroad WHS made upoii 
the hamper and a chicken entire, except 
B.S to its leathers, was brought out; also 
lour cnps and saucers and as 'many 
plates, all of which were laid on a pa- 
per tablecloth placed on the grass. A 
knife similar in shape to those used by 
shoemakers speedily dissected thefowl, 
ami a fragment was placed on each 
plate. The cups were tilled out of a 
largo wicker bottle which contained 
something like tea. 
Oranges were also 


produced, and the three livino- China- 
men went solemnly through the form. 
ot oatuig, the ghost presumably keep- 
ing them company. The living ban- 
quetors speedily emptied their cups and 
disposed of the oranges. 
Seemino-ly 


awakened to the fact that their 'invisi- 
ble guest was not getting throno-h with 
his share as rapidly, they poured the 
tea from his cup and what remained in 
the bottle on the foot of the o-rave. A 
bottle of saki, the Chinese whisky, was 
also poured out, none of the livino- feast- 
era partaking of the liquor. Half a 
dozen singular-looking little tapers. 
mounted on bamboo sticks, were'theii 
stuck in the swelling turf o£ the grave 
and lighted. These had two proper- 
ties, smoke and smell. 
A west wind 


drove both into the faces of the specta- 
tors in such volume that they beat a 
hastry retreat, and those who witnessed 
the last rite were fortunate enough to 
have found places outside the lino of the 
breeze. Jn the midst of the smoke a.ii'1 
stench 
the 
faithful 
Celestials went 


through their last posturing, similar to 
that of the invocation. 
This done they 


packed up the remains of their bano£uet 
and the dishes, and, leaving the tapera 
still burning on the grave, they quitted 
the cemi.'terv
